RIOTS CONTIBUE DESPITE. REPORTS

Great Activity in the United States 
_Navy—Sealed Orders Are Send- 
ing the Warships Toward 
the Unhappy and Riot- 
ous Island. 


Washington, January 13.—(Special.)—It is 4 


the beginning of the end in Cuba. That is 
cons‘dered to be the real meaning of the 
rioting in Havana and the results to which 
it is sure to lead. 

All Washington has been talking war to- 
day. The talk of riots among the factions 
of Spanish soldiers ang the sensational re- 
ports which had our entire navy headed 
that way made a decp impression on Wash- 


Re ington. 


The facts are, of course, that the rioting 
has been anticipated for some time as the 
result of interior dissensions over auton- 
omy; that the state department has been 
kept fully informed, and that the real 
meaning of the order for the ships of the 
north Atlantic squadron to winter in Flor- 
ida bay is that they might be near the 
scene in case of an outbreak which might 
call for their services. 

"The most significant feature of the de- 
velopments of yesterday and today is found 
in the international dissension of which the 
rioting is the outward and visible sign. 
This can mean only one thing. Autonomy 
is a failure and Spain’s possession of Cuba 
in doomed. —- - 

Meanwhile, as has been said, the navy 
department ig prepared for all emergencies 
and although the officials repeat their 
Statements that no orders have been sent 
to the ships in Florida waters to g0 to 
Havana they have prudently shaped their 
programme 80 as to have a ship ready at 
any moment that she might be needed by 
Consul General Lee. It is said at the de- 
partment that in case at any time it should 
be determined to send a ship to Havana 
the choice would fall on the Marblehead 
rather than the Maine. The reason for this 
choice probably is that the former is a 
ewift. cruiser and could cross the strait to 
Cuba in much less time than the Maine, 
while, though unarmored, she would be ful- 
ly as effective for the protection of Ameri- 
can interests in time of riot as the heavy 
battleship. 

During the day a telegram came to the 
department from the commander of the Es- 
sex announcing that he had sailed from 
St. Thomas for Port Royal, so the fleet of 
American ships in West Indian waters has 
thus another accession, the Essex, though a 
training ship, being still serviceable, espec- 
jally for landing parties.

ACTIVITY AT HAMPTON ROADS. 


The New York and Other Warships 
Hastening ‘ Southward. 

Norfolk, Va., January  13.—(Special.)— 
There is unusual activity aboard the ves- 
sels of the North Atlantic squadron, the 
cruiser New York, flagship and the battle- 
ships Indiana and Iowa, which have been 
anchored in Hampton Roads, awaiting the 
arrival of the rest of the fleet, before leav- 
ing for the annual winter cruise, which 
has been arranged this year for the gulf. 

The reports that the squadron has been 
oriered to Havana ‘to protect American in- 
terests there would seem to be confirmed 
by the fact that the flagship New York, 
which has been taking twelve tons of coal 
a day, ordered 100 tons alongside at Sew- 
ell’s Point by 10 o’clock tomorrow morning 
at the very latest and an officer from the 
ship came up to the city to hurry up the coal 
people. He also went to Lambert Point to 
ascertain to what extent an accident to 


~ one of the chutes would delay loading the 


coal. 
Naval officers are reticent as to the move-

morning. Ammunition has been delivered 
to all the ships of the squadron from the 
naval ma e, in larger quantities than 
would be n ry for target practice at 
sea, while On the cruise south.

New York, January 13.—A special to The

General Lee's prompt military instincts 
told him that the consulate might be in 
even greater danger than any other place 
in Havana, but Generai Blanco at ones 
threw a heavy cordon of Spanish regulars 
with artillery and the whole square and 
adjoining streets were held. This alarming 
information. came late. 

The president did not wish to act precip- 
itately, but the emergency had to be met 
promptly. 

The navy department was notified and 
Commodore Crowninshield, chief of bureau 
of navigation, at once sent dispatches to 
Admiral Bunce, with the white squadron, 
to*hold every vessel in prompt readiness, 
and to Key West for the vessels at that 
point to be ready to start for Havana on 
signal, but not to land unless instructed 
by General Lee. 

The Key West squadron cannot be as- 
sembled before night, as they are hunting 
filibusterers. Not later than Friday they 
will be on hand. 

While alone they would be unable to do 
much at Havana, and might serve to in- 
flame the Spanish mob to greater excesses, 
they can give a good account of them- 
selves in preparing for the heavy fleet to 
follow. 

The torpedo flotilla has been notified and 
can be put into Key West for a dash on 
Havana by Friday.

WHAT GENERAL LEE REPORTS. 


Consul General at Havana Tells Au- 
thorities of the Trouble. 

Washington, January 13—U. 8S. Consul 
General Lee has reported to the state de- 
partment from Havana under date of yes- 
terday the facts connected with the riot- 
ing there yesterday. 

While the state department officials do 
not divulge the text of the dispatch, it is 
gaid that it corroborates the news that has 
been received on the subject. According to 
General Lee’s report the disturbance had 
been quelled for the time being, but he was 
apprehensive of another outbreak at any 
moment. Nothing has teen heard from the 
consul general today, so it is assumed at 
the state department that the situation re- 
mains unchanged in Havana.

HOUSE COMPLETES 
AGRICULTURAL BILL 


Attempt To Strike Oat the Famous 
Seed Feature Fails. 


WILL INSPECT HORSE MEAT 


New Feature Is Added to One of the 
Oldest Measures. 


HANNA BOTH ROASTED AND DEFENDED 


DeArmoiud Makes Reference to Con- 
uratulatory Telegrams and Ma- 
hany Replies. | 


Washington, January 13.—The house to- 
day completed the consideration of the 
agricultural appropriation bill in committee 
of ‘the whole and then adjourned upon the 
motion of those opposed to the printing of 
another edition of the famous “horse 
book.”’ 

There was the annual fight over the ques- 
tion of free seed distribution to the far- 
mers, but the effort to strike out the ap- 
propriation of $130,000 failed as usual; the 
majority against it today being 136. One of 
the important amendments adopted provid- 
ed for the inspection of horse meat for ex- 
port purposes in the same way that the 
meat of cattle and other animals is now in- 
spected 

During the debate today some very caus- 
tic criticism of the procedings im the sena- 
torial election in Ohio from Mr. DeArmond, 
democrat of Missouri, called forth a warm 
defense of Senator Hanna from Mr. Ma- 
hany, republican of New York, who eulo- 
gized the Ohio senator as the man who had 
overthrown the bosses of the republican 
party in 1896. 

After some remarks by Mr. Henderson, 
republican of lowa, in support of uppropria- 
tion in the bill for seed distribution and 
in eulogy of Secretary, of Agriculture Wil- 
son, whom he described as a genuine hard- 
fisted farmer, Mr. DeArmond, democrat of 
Missouri, got the floor and submitted some 
sarcastic comment on the newspaper re- 
ports of the election of Senator Hanna at 
Columbus yesterday. He read the telegram 
sent by Mr. Hanna to President McKinley: 

“God reigns and the republican party still 
lives.’’ 

The telegram, he said, was unique. That 
God reigned there was no room to doubt; 
therefore, the latter clause of the telegram 
was the more wonderful. With cutting 
irony he proceeded to read and comment 
on gome of the telegrams of congratulation 
sent to Mr. Hanna from this city, including 
those of President McKinley, Senator Haw- 
ley and others. Commenting on the presi- 
dent's telegram he asked how the return 
of Senator Hanna to the senate could be 
beneficia! to the country save in an exam- 
ple to be avolded. He said that Senator 
Hanna was the truest and best exponent 
and representative of modern republican- 
ism. 

Mr. DeArmond’s remarks brought Mr. 
Mahany, republican, of New York, to his 
feet. In a brief but emphatic speech he 
replied to the remarks of the Missourian. 

“In 1892," said he, “the American people 
witnessed the spectacle of the democratic 
party meeting in its national convention 
and despite the unanimous protest of New 
York state, nominated for the presidency 
of the United Siates a man repudiated by 
his own commonwealth. It was the bosses 
of the democratic party who perpetrated 
this outrage upon the rank and file of the 
democratic masses. Dur.ng the succeeding 
four years the friends of Mr. Cleveland, by 
bond issues and by other metbods abhor- 
rent to the conscience of the people, found 
their financial schemes smiled upon through 
the influence of this government. The 
lesson was not lost upon the bosses of the 
republican. party. In 1896 bosses who had 
debauched the legislation of sovereign 
states and turned the legislatures of those 
states into the cash registers for their 
own schemes met together in a bosses’ 
pool to syndicate the presidency of the 
United States, because it was known that 
owing to the fact that the conscience of 
the democratic party had risen up and hurl- 
ed down to oblivion Cleveland and Cleve- 
landism, the republican party, in all hu- 
man probability, would be victorious in the 
ensuing elections. So the bosses gathered 
together to syndicate the presidency of the 
United States, and at a moment when the 
masses of the republican party almost 
despaired’ of averting this outrage on their 
party and this disgrace to the republic. 
there was one man who rose up, a man 
whom it is the delight of the democratic 
party to denounce as a boss, a man who. 

y his bulldog courage and his faith in 
the strength and conscience of the masses 
of the republican party, gave battle to 
these bosses and made triumphant the will 
of the masses of the republican party in 
the nomination of William McKinley for 
president of the United States. (Applause 
on the republican s‘de.) I will state to the 
distinguished and profound gentleman from 
Missouri (DeArmond) that it is for this 
reason that the American people rejoice 
today that a man who dared give battle 
to the bosses fn a nationat-convention and 
to hurl them to defeat can stiilh.survive 
with honor and power and glory in Amer- 
ican life.’’ (Applause on the republican 
side.) 

Mr. Cannon, republican, of Tllinois.\ ex- 
pressed h'‘s gratification over the election 
of Senator Hanna. It was a triumph of 
the majority and of polttical decency. He 
did not believe, he said, that any gentleman 
on the other side could rise and place his 
hand on his heart and honestly say he 
was not glad treachery had been rebuked. 

Mr. Perkins, republican, of Iowa. revert- 
ing to the question of seed distribution, 
said he would like to see the present poli- 
cy discontinued. The $130,000 could be bet- 
ter expended for the benefit of the farm- 
er. 

Mr. Robinson, democrat, of Indiana: Dele- 
gate Callahan, of Oklahoma, and Mr. Ber- 
ry, democrat, of Kentucky, supported the 
appropriation for seed distribution. 

Mr. Fitzgerald, democrat, of Massachu- 
setts, opposed the distribution of seed by 
the agricultural department as being 
prejudicial to the interests of private seed 
firms. 

Mr. Bromwell, republican, of Ohio. moved 
to strike out the appropriation for general 
He said he thought it 
was time for congress to rid the govern- 
ment of this humbug. 

Mr. Wheeler, democrat, of Alabama. in 
opposing the motion said the men who 
were seeking to take this boon from the 
farmers were the same who fastened the 
gold standard upon the country. 

The battle over free seed distribution con- 
tinued for the remainder of the session. 
The amendment was defeated. 

On motion of Mr. Ellis, republican, of 
Oregon, an amendment was adopted en- 
titling live horses and the carcasses there- 
of to the same inspection as cattle and 
other animals. 

Mr. Wadsworth, in charge of the bill. 
said horse meat was now recognized as 
food and he had no objection to the amend- 
ment. 

Mr. Clark, democrat, of Missouri, moved 
an amendment appropriating $105,000 for 
the publication and distribution of 150,000 
copies of the “horse book,” which was 
adopted—115 to 103. 

The bill was reported to the house with- 
out further amendment, whereupon Mr. 
Wadsworth moved an adjournment in the 
hope of securing a reversal of the vote on 
the horse book proposition tomorrow, but 
those who favored another edition of that 
piece of agricultural literature resisted the 
motion, but on an aye and nay vote, 117 to 
114, the house adjourned at 5:40 p. m. 


MONETARY COMMISSION SITS 


——— 


Experts Discuss the Bill for Currency 
Reform at Length. 


FAIRCHILD GIVES HIS VIEWS 


Robert S. Taylor Declares That-<Sil- 
ver Will Continue To Cause 
Strife. 


Washington, January 13.—The fearing of 
the monetary commission in behalf of its 
bill for currency reform was resumed be- 
fore the banking and currency committee 
of the house today. T. J. Bush, of Ala- 
bama, who was heard yesterday, urged the 
ease of redemption under the plan of the 
commission. Mr. Bush also made the point 
that while his friends might not succeed in 
having this entire biHN enacted as a law, 
yet they at least desired that its essential] 
features of relief would be incorporated into 
a measure of financial reform. 

Mr, Cox, of Tennessee, propounded a se- 
ries of questions to ex-Secretary Fairchild. 
Technically he agreed with Mr. Cox that 
the silver certificates Were simply ware- 
house certificates, but practically they were 
used indiscriminately and fulfilled all the 
functions of any other class of money. Un- 
der the commission’s plan, the ex-secretary 
said, the banks could redeem notes in any 
lawful money. 

‘If the bank elects to redeem im silver 
and the note holder demands gold,” asked 
Mr. Cox, ““‘would there be any way of com- 
pelling the bank to pay gold?” 

‘No,”’ replied (Mr. Fairchild, who pro- 
ceeded to explain, however, that the silver 
obtained from the bank could be exchanged 
at the treasury for gold. Under this plan 
the only method for the banks to obtain 
gold. Mr. Fairchill said, would be by the 
presentation of silver. The greenbacks 
would be out of existence. So that if the 
outstanding silver did not suffice to pro- 
cure enough gold from the treasury for the 
redemption of its notes, the banks would 
be compelled to procure gold elsewhere. He 
denied that the government could be forced 
to redeem indirectly all the bank notes for 
gold. 

Robert S.° Taylor of Ft. Wayne, Ind., 
spoke in behalf of the bill prepared by the 
monetary commission. He said: 

“It is time to close the debate. We have 
had talk enough, experience enough, dis- 
aster enough. For five years the business 
of this country has been in a state of 
strain. The beating back of the free silver 
assault has relieved it for the moment, but 
only for the moment. The inherent weak- 
nesses of the system remain and will re- 
main while the money of the country and 
its standard of value continue to be the 
subject of party strife and liable to change 
at any session of congress. This bill enact- 
ed into law will afford the people of the 
country a sense of security and confidence 
which is a whole Bible of finance.” 

Mr. Taylor had not cotcluded when the 
hearing went over until t#morrow. 

Chairman Walker gaveita dinner tonight 
to the monetary commission, the Massa- 
chusetts delegation and the members of 
the banking and currency committee. Sec- 
retary Gage was among the guests. 


MORGAN ADDRESSES THE SENATE 


Aiabamiar Urges the Annexation of 
Hawaii at Once. 
Washington, January 1? —The senate did 
not make great progress with the Hawalian 
annexation treaty today. Several speeches 
were delivered, but in every instance the 
speakers announced that today’s remarks 
were merely preliminary to what they 
should say before the close of the debate. 
Senator Morgan, of Alabama, made the 
principal speech of the day and occupied 
the thme of ithe senate until it adjourned. 
He went into a detalled history of the Ha- 
waiian islands from the time of their dis- 
covery to the present time. He believed it 
was the intention of President Cleveland 
to have restored Queen Lilioukalani to her 
throne and after that transaction to have 
opened negotiations for the annexation of 

the islands under her reign. 

This assertion brought Senator Chandler 
to his feet with the question as to what au- 
thority there was for this assertion. 

Mr. Morgan replied that there was no 
special authority, but that he was express- 
ing his opinion and that such a course 
would have been in keeping with the logic 
of events. 

Senator White asked if this treaty was 
rot a trade with the provisional govern- 
ment, and what was to be done regarding 
the natives and their rights. 

Senator Morgan said he had@ fully answer- 
ed that question in a previous portion of 
his remartss, but he would review the sub- 
ject for the benefit of the California sena- 
tor. In the early part of the present cen- 
tury, he said, Vancouver went to the 
islands, and on his third trip the then king 
of the islands, a native, said he would cede 
them to Great Britain and acknowledge the 
sovereignty of England. But Vancouver 
never returned. As to the vft repeated as- 
sertion that the United States was trying 
to absorb the islands without the wish of 
the kanakas, Senator Morgan said that for 
the last one hundred years the government 
of the dslands and the people of the islands 
were anxious to secure the sovereignty of 
a strong power and secure a local self- 
government. 

Senator Morgan described at considerable 
length his visit to the islands last summer 
and related his own personal observations, 
and in reply to a question explained why the 
Portuguese could not vote. He then turned 
nis attention to the kanakas. He said 
they were a picturesque people, who would 
be better off under a government by the 
United States. He spoke of the ladies gcing 
barefooted along the streets in long loose 
gowns which he called “Mother Hubbards,” 
an@ the men with little clothing, Dut yet 
strong and manly looking fellows.

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TO FIGHT HANNA’S 
TITLE TO SENATOR 


Investigating Committee Will Look Into 
Charges of Bribery. 


WITNESSES ARE SUMMONED 


State Senate Names Members To Work 
from That Branch. 


THE HOUSE ALSO DECIDES TO TAKE A HAND 


Foraker May Oppose the Seating of 
His Colleague of Resign His 
Seat. 


Columbus, ©., January 13.—%Snecia).)— 
Senator Hanna, with Major Dick and his 
other Cleveland coadjutors, left at 8:30 
o'clock in the morning for Cleveland, and 
tonight the two headquarters are deserted. 
The legislature adjourned until Monday, 
the members longing for liberty after a 
week of practical imprisonment by the 
managers of the two senatorial parties. 

The charges of bribery against Senator 
Hanna will remain to trouble the senator 
and his campaign managers. 

The senate committee appointed to in- 
vestigate the charges, consisting of Robert- 
son, Finck and Long, democrats, and 
Burke and Garfield, republicans, organized 
by making Senator Burke chairman, and 
issued subpoenas for Senator Hanna, Major 
Dick, S. B, Holenbeck, member of the re- 
publican committee, who is said to have 
carried the boodle to Cincinnati to Repre- 
sentative Otis, who was to be bought: T. 
C. Campbell, the attorney through whom 
the negotiations were conducted: H. H. 
Boice, the agent; Jerry P. Bliss and E. E. 
Archer, who tracked Holenbeck, and Har- 
ry M. Daugherty, chairman of the repubil- 
can state central committee. 

The committee will meet next Tuesday 
night “8 proceed with the investigation. 

In the house today a resolution¥to in- 
vestigate bribery charges was adopted also. 
The Hanna men, who expect to displace 
Speaker Mason shortly, tried to postpone 
the investigation to February 2d, by which 
time they propose to have Boxwell in the 
chair, but Griffith, the champion flopper 
in the senatorial fight, flopped again, and 
voted for an immediate investigation, giv- 
ing the anti-<Hanna men a majority of 1. 
The house committee of investigation will 
probably be in session next week also.

In pwhblishing 
the matter The Journal made discreditable 
references to (Mr. Campbell's reputation. 

Notwithstanding Genator Foraker’s be- 
lated’ telegram of congratulations to Sen- 
ator Hanna, the latter’s friends here ex- 
pect that Senator Foraker will carry on 
the fight against Senator Hanna taking 
his seat if the bribery investigations pro- 
duce any ground for such action.

All Cennection with National Populist 
Committee Is Severed. — 


AN ADDRESS IS ISSUED TO THE PUBLIC 


Meeting Decides That a Presidential 
Ticket Should Be Named This 
Year.

St. Louis, January 13.—At the conference, 
of the populist leaders held here a new 
political party was born tonight. It wag 
christened the people’s party. 

The people’s party proposes to go it 
alone. It has severed all connections with - 
the national populist committee and made 
all arrangements for administering its own 
estate without the aid of advice of any 
Oulside party. 

With a few exceptions the delegates de- 
clared themselves unequivocally in favor of 
going it alone in the future. The referen- — 
dum system was most highly complimented 
and recommended for use among the mid- 
dle-of-the-roaders in settling matters of na- 
tional imrortance to the order, and there 
was a practical agreement among the dele- 
gates that a national presidential conven- 
tion should be heid this year. 

The entire afternoagn and evening were 
spent in lengthy discussions, and, it was 
not umtil alate hour tonight that the mode 
of procedure for future action was agreed 
upon. Finally a report was adopted as 
follows, in part: 

“To the People of the United States--The 
fusion movement consummated at St. Louw 
in July, 1896, and the inexcusable treatment 
of our ecandidate for vice president in the 
campaign that fvuliowed, gave rise to Bucn 
dissatisfaction among the rank and file 
of the people’s party as to threaten ine 
absolute dismemberment of the only po- 
lutieal organization honestly contending 
for the social and political rights vf the 
laboring and producing classes of the 


country. 
“Ie hes been the purpose always of the 


committees to be courteous to the national 
committee and our supreine des're has been 
at all times to promote a harmonious co- 
operation with said «committee, that fac- 
tional differences might be obliterated, our 
party prestige rega’mied and our orgatiza- 
tion restored to its once spiendid estate. 
This committee fecis confident of its ability 
to show that it is no fault of ours that the 
national committee is not present as 4 body 
today, but it does not choose to waste val- 
uable time in wrangling over questions of 
official etiquette. We avow it to be our 
sincere purpose now as ever heretofore, to 
promote in every henorable way the re- 
form movement on true populist limes, and 
we deem the issues too momentous and 
the dangers threatening free government 
too imminent to allow us to pause to con- 
sider personal grievances or affronts, or to 
permft wounded dignity, real or imaginary, 
to overshadow patriotic duty. 

“Under present conditions our beloved or- 
ganization is slowly but surely disintegrat- 
ing and our comrades are clamorous for 
aggressive action. 

saving in vain importuned those who 
aasamd to be our superiors to permit us 
to aid them in the grand work of reorgan- 
izing the people's party, that it May ac- 
complish its, glorious mission, we now &ap- 
peal to the péople, the true source of al) 
political pewer.” 

The referendum committee appointed is 
as follows: 

Messrs. Dixon, of Missouri: Tracey, of 
Texas; Reynolds, of I!linois; Matsinger, of 
Indiana, and McGregor, of Georgia. 

A number of rules were adopted for gov- 
ernment of the national organization com- 
mittee, among them a rule that the 
national organization shall submit to a 
vote of the people's party any proposition 
when petitioned to do so by not less than 
10,000 members of the party. 

This concluded the work of the confer- 
enc é, 

On the adjournment of the organization 
committee of the people’s party, members 
of the national committee met at the Lac- 
lede hotel and adopted the following resolu- 
tion: 

‘Resolved, That we, the members of the 
national committee present, indorse the 
action taken by the organization commit- 
tee and recommend that its provisions be. 
carried into effect, believing that such ac- 
tion will harmonize al! differences in the 
party.” 

There were seventy-four members of the 
committee represented by members pres- 
ent or by proxies and letters who favored 
a joint meeting of the national committee 
and organization committee in the spring.

DEAD AT FT. SMITH 


The Storm Played Havoc with Life and 
Property in Its Path. 


ARE RECOVERING THE BODIES 


Ruins Be:ng Searched and the List 
May Grow Longer. 


ROOFING WAS BLOWN ‘THIRTY-FIVE MILES 


Injured Are Being Cared for, but 
Many of Them May Never 
Recover. ¢

Fort Smith, Ark., January 13.—The lat- 
est revision of the death list shows 
a total of forty-three lives in 
the tornado which swept through 
Fort Smith Tuesday night. Not 
less than seven others are injured, a large 
number of whom are seriouly hurt and sev- 
eral are expected to die. The list of dead 


is as follows:

An unknown woman was tak- 
en from the ruins of the Burgess hotel to- 
day and was identified as Mrs. Ida Ennis, 
of Elm Springs, Washington county, Ar- 
kansas, Her brother is mssing and it is 
believed his body is still buried in the 
ruins. 

Business in the devastated districts, 
where the buildings were only partially 
damaged, was resumed today. 

Orton and Wright, two of the dead, were 
Indian Territory farmers and had just 
stepped into the Smith building for shelter. 

Memphis, St. Louis, Kansas City, Little 
Rock and other cities have wired readiness 
to lend aid if necessary. 

A census is being taken of the dead, in- 
jured and property loss.

IS INEVITABLE

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did not ask to have a warship sent to Ha- 
vana and in the opinion of the state de- 
partment officials that is a sufficient reason 
for the assumption that there is no occa- 
sion for sending one. The officials are evi- 
dently not apprehensive of any trouble in 
the immediate future that will require the 
forcible intervention of our government, 
The disquieting feature of the situation is 
the horrible condition of the poor in Cuba. 
According to General Lee’s advices no less 
than 200,000 people on the island are in the 
last stages of destitution@éand are wholly 
dependent upon charity. To feed these 
people on a ten-cent ration per day would 
cost $20,000 daily, which sum is double the 
amount so far received in contributions 
during the past ten days by the state de- 
partment. In the opinion of General lee 
no less than 20 per cent of these people are 
really doomed to death from starvation and 
disease. In such a state of affairs the ex- 
istence of any form of organized govern- 
ment is threatened and the autonemy plans 
of the Spanish government command little 
attention. 

The naval authorities here maintain their 
serenity notwithstanding many rumors of 
radical action, such as the dispatch of 
warships to Havana and like stories. 

Secretary Long was asked whether any 
of the American ships had been ordered to 
be ready to sail for Havana, He’ replied 
that while he could not discuss the matter 
he would say that he had not made any 
change in the battleship Maine, now lying 
at Key West. 

Inquiry developed the fact that the 
Maine’s last orders were to go out for 
target practice and uping falling in with 
the North Atlantic squadron to attach her- 
self. Although there is no expectation at 
the navy department of any trouble just 
now, still in case it should ocour the navy 
is more strongly represented in Florida 
and West Indian waters than it has been 
in the past ten years. At Key West there 
is the second class battleship Maine and 
the cruiser Marblehead, at Jacksonville 
the dynamite cruiser Vesuvius; at St.

The Spanish minister went to the state 
department about 11 o'clock this morning 
and conferred with Assistant Secretary Fay 
on the situation in Havana. There is every 
reason te believe he conveyed assurances 
of 4 restoration of order and of ample pow- 
er to protect all American and other inter- 
ests substantially as set forth above. eNo 
word came to the state department from 
General Lee during the forenoon, but this 
Was not regarded as disquieting, for from 
other sources the department had learned 
that Havana was quiet today, and Judge 
Day was assured that there was no dan- 
ger of another outbreak, and that the 
Spanish authorities had taken every pre- 
caution to guard against any possible dem- 
onstration against the American consulate 
by a liberal use of gendarmes. 

The news confirmed the officials in their 
resolution not to make any change in the 
orders of the warships and to avoid com- 
plicating the situation any further by send- 
ing ships to Havana. It was felt that the 
appearance of an American warship in Ha- 
vana harbor would be likely to be miscon- 
strued by the excitable populace there and 
be regarded as manifesting a purpose on 
the part of the United States government 
to interfere in favor of the insurrectionists 
and thus might precipitate the very trouble 
its sending was intended to avert, namely, 
the commission of some overt act against 
Americans in Havana. The department was 
supported in this resalution by the fact that 
in case of real need only a few hours would 
elapse after sounding a note of warning be- 
fore our ships could appear off Havana 
and that General Lee had heretofore ac- 
quainted the Americans with his intention 
to ask for two naval vessels in the event 
of occurrences arising to demand their pres- 
ence in Cuban waters, 


CUBAN WOMAN IS BANISHED. 


Seuora Inez Ponce de Roque Reaches 
New York from Havana. . 

New York, January 13.—Senora Inez 
Ponce de Roque, wife of the insurgent, 
Compte de Roque, arrived on the steamer 
Seneca today. 

Mrs, de Rogue, who is a strikingly beau- 
tiful woman, was exiled from Cuba by or- 
der of General Blanca. 

A letter she wrote to her husband was 
intercepted by the Spanish authorities, and 
a# it contained information inimical to 
their interests, Mrs, de Roque was arrested 
and thrown into prison in Matanzas. 
After seventeen mionths and four days in 
jail she was released under the general 
amnesty granted by the queen regent. 

After her release she refused to try to 
persuade her husband to lay down his 
arms and was banished in consequence. 
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WHAT ESTRADA PALMA SAYS. 


Cuban Leader Talks of the Situation 
That Has Arisen. 

New York, January 13—The rioting in 
Havana and the wrecking of several liber- 
al newspaper offices by army officers and 
conservatives opposed to the plan of au- 
tonomy, exoites more satisfaction than 
surprise among’ sympathizers with the 
cause of Cuba in this city. The opinion 
is general that the time has arrived for 
the United States to interfere. 

General Thomas E. Palma, head of the 
Cuban junta here, said today. 

“The rioting in Havana is the direct re- 
sult of the attempt to give autonomy, so- 
called, to the islands. The Spaniards in 
Cuba will not have it at any cost if they 
can help it. You must know that every 
Spaniard regards a Cuban as the enemy of 
Spain. Even those who have been ap- 
pointed to office under the plan of gutono- 
my are distrusted by the Spaniards. I be- 
lfeve that the present attacks on the news- 
papers are only the beginning of what may \ 
prove more serious. If they are not sue- 
cessfully interrupted, the result will be 
massacre and assassination in Havana, 1 
think the time has come for the American 
government to intervene. This is the only 
way to stop the constant trouble and out- 
breaks in the island: General] Blanco, {t 
must be remembered, has very little inter- 
est in the army. He is without populari- 
ty or influence. The officers and volun- 
teers, almost to a man, believe that the 
policy pursued by Weyler is the only prac- 
ticable policy. Americans cannot con- 
ceive of the deep-seated hatred with which 
the Spaniards regard the Cubans, who have 
humiliated them before the eyes of the 
world. Just as long as the Spanish flag 
is hoisted in Cuba there will be trouble. 

“It may be that the United States may 
waht a little before taking action, but I am 
sure that the American government is pre- 
pared for any emergéncy that may arise. 

“I do not think there will ever be war 
between the United States and Spain. The 
Spanish government has already alowed 
the United States to interfere in her in- 
ternal affairs in the matter of relieving 
the starved reconcentrados, and any fur- 
ther steps that this government should take 
could hardly be objected to as being with- 
out precedent. | 

“It has been settled beyond doubt that 
no kind of liberal government can be es- 
tablished in Cuba. The riots prove this. 
A few newspapers espoused the cause of 
autonomy, and this was at once met by a 
union of army officers and volunteers op- 
posed to the plan, who suppressed the press 
by force. That ig the kind of liberty that 
will be allowed in Cuba, and none other.”’

| smallpox Is Stil Giving the Health 


Authorities Trouble. 


THE DISEASE IS SCATTERING 


Geiting Into Many of the Towns 
Throughout the State. 


IT IS NEARLY GONE FROM BIRMINGHAM 


But There Are Several Smaller Towns 
Which Are Now Grappling with 
the Scourge. 


Montgomery, Ala., January 13,—(Special.) 
The anxiety about the spread of smallpox 
in Alabama is beginning to revive to same 
extent. While no locality in the state ap- 
pears to be afflicted with the malady to 
any considerable extent, the disease has, 
within several months, covered a good deal 
of ground and is now more troublesome to 
handle, perhaps, than when the cases were 
confined to only a few localities. For in- 
stance, several months ago in Birmingham 
there were in ‘the pesthouse for several 
weeks on an average of a hundred or more 
cases. Now. however the disease has al- 
most entirely disappeared from Birmingham 
proper, (but has got ‘into 'the mines and 
manufacturing settlements throughout that 
district until it has become very trouble- 
some to handle. The United States marine 
hospital. upon the petition of the mayor of 
Birmingham, has established a temporary 
office in Birmingham, from which place, as 
a center, the fight against the disease is 
being conducted by thirty trained members 
of the marine corps under the direction of 
Dr. (ID. W. Magruder, past assistant sur- 
geon of the marine hospital. 

The disease, which was thought to have 
been crushed out of Montgomery, has re- 
cently developed here again, and, while it 
has by no means assumed a serious as- 
pect as far as the community is concerned, 
there are new cases developing every week 
and a fair proportion of them are white 
people. The physicians here have gone in- 
dustriously to work, as they did when the 
disease first appeared there Jagt summer, 
and are filling up allegaps left in the gen- 
eral vaccination. 


Another Fruit Colony. 


Montgomery, Ala., January 13.—(Special.) 
A deal has been closed by which Alabama 
will secure another fruit colony. The per- 
sons behind the enterprise are (Chicagoans 
with ample capital, and a determination to 
make a success of their undertaking. The 
syndicate has purchased 30,000 acres of fine 
land in Morgan county on the line of the 
Louisville and Nashville railroad and will 
cut it up into small farms, as has been 
done at Fruithurst and Thorsby. The new 
settlement or colony will be called Vine- 
mount. A number of substantial Illinois 
families are already arranging to remove 
to the colony. 


Talks of the Farmers’ Convention. 


Montgomery, Ala., January 13.—(Special.) 
Major Culver, commissioner of agriculture, 
ascribes the small attendance to the state 
farmers’ convention here to hard times very 
largely. He says he has hundreds of let- 
ters from persons in all parts of the state 
expressing their heartiest sympathy in the 
movement, in fact, dectaring their: enthu- 
siastic interest in it, but saying that, not 
having got any money out of the sale of 
their 5cent cotton, they could not afford 
to make the trip. Major Culver is confi- 
dent the small beginning will eventually de- 
velop a great aociety (which pwill accom- 
plish an abundance of good for the state.

Montgomery, Ala., January 13.—(Special.)

Prison Commission Advertises for @ 
Central Penitentiary Site. 

When the three prison commissioners ye 
terday got through with the nearing of the 
Tom Allen plea for executive clemency 
| they toak up the question of securing suit- 
| abla property to be used as a site for the 
praposed central penitentiary, on whieh the 
aged, infirm, female and juvenile convicts 
are to be confined. They agreed to adver- 
tise at once for land, and during the day 
they drew up and made public the follow 
ing announcement: 


“As authorized by an act of the general 
assembly approved December 2st, 1597, the 
prison commission of Georgia invites 0 ers 
for the sale of not less than two thousand, 
nor more than five thousand, acres of good 
land, in one body or in severa! bodies, 10- 
cated in different parts of the state, 4c- 
cessible by railroad, to be used, under the 
provisions of said act, for a convict farm 
or farms, and will receive such offers in 
writing up to the 15th day of March, 1598. 

“All such offers must be -accompanied by 
a complete abstract of title, and a_tope- 
graphical map showing the cleared and 
timbered la quantity and quality of 
such timber; waste land; quality of soil 
and clay; quantity and quality of stone 
suitable for building purposes, and water 
power, if either or both; water supply and 
railroad facilities. 

“After the date specifial above the com- 
mission will, as soon as practicabie, inspect 
the lands so offered, or such of it as may 
be deemed suitable for the purposes Mefn- 
tro , and will purchase such tract or 
irae as can be obtained the most cheaply, 
ot requirements being equal; but the 
right is distinctly reserved by the camms- 
sioners of rejecting any and all offers #0 
made.

None of the 
checks were introduced asa evidence, but 
simply identified for the reason that they 
cannot be left with the court. If any of 
them are wanted as evidence, copies will 
have to be secured, as Mr. Jordan is not 
allowed to let the checks go out of his 
possession. It was different with the gov- 
ernment contracts and proposals for the 
seven contracts since 1892. of which the 
government has five original copies. These 
were identified by John B. McCarthy, clerk 
in the record department under the chief

posals were left with Colonel Barr in case 
he desires to introduce any of them.

LADSON PLEADS 
FOR A MISTRIAL 


Augusta’s Courtheuse Was Thronged 
When Session Opened. 


THE CASE WAS INTERESTING 


Atlanta Attorney Makes a Full State- 
ment to Judge Eve. 


MAJOR CUMMING HAS SOMETHING TO SAY 


Court Orders a Mistrial and the Dra- 
matic Episode Has Its Clos- 
ing Scene. 


Augusta, Ga., January 13.—(Special.)—The 
EOssip on the streets and among the mem- 
bers of the bar, together with the fuller 
newspaper publications, concerning the sen- 
sational episode in the courthouse in which 
Major Cumming and ¢C T. Ladson were 
_ dramatis personae, filled the city court 
‘3S morning with an expectant audience. 
The bar was largely represented within 
the inclosure, and the seats for spectators 
were well filled. 

At 10 o'clock court was called to order, 
and Judge Eve directed counsel to proceed. 
The audience was on the qui vive, and the 
Silence Was intense as Mr. Ladson arose 
and addressed the court. There was evi- 
dence of suppressed excitement in Mr. 
Ladson’s studied equipoise, but with ahees 
control that was remarkable and diction 
that was faultless he addressed the court 
as follows: 


Mir. Ladson’s Motion for Mistrial. 


“May it please the court, to say Il am pro- 
foundly grieved by reason of tne interpre- 
tation placed by defendant’s counsel upon 
the letter I wrote to Mr. Reville but feebly 
expresses my feelings. 

“On yesterday I stated the reasons which 
prompted me in writing that letter, and 
now, as then, I justify and defend it. Con- 
scious of my own rectitude and honorable 
intentions in the premises, I have no apol- 
ogy or excuse to offer for writing it. View- 
ing the matter as I now do, I should do 
the same thing again under similar circum- 
stances in behalf of my almost defenseless 
clients. 

“Properly constructed, the letiter is sim- 
ply this: 

“ “Mr. Reville, I have just learned of your 
wrongful discharge because of your brave 
fidelity to truth. You have shown sturdy 
manhood in sacrificing your position with 
the railroad. You cannot be bought. You 
are poor. (My olient is poor. The law 
entitles you to advance of money to pay 
for traveling expenses and per diem. In 
your distress be it known that if the jury 
should find under al facts and circum- 
stances, that Mrs. Whitton should be en- 
titled to damages because of her husband's 
death, she will, in equity and good con- 
science repair the wrong done you by the 
raflroad. The railroad shall not thus cru- 
cify you. Be comforted. Don't go away 
to look for other work, if by doing so Mr. 
Whitton shal) be thereby deprived of your 
testimony.’ 

‘In view, however, of the statement of 
defendant’s counsel contained [n the rec- 
ord. of his intention to war upon me over- 
sonally, and the possible prejudicial effort 
it might have unon the minds of the jury, 
and the fact that the matter of his in- 
tention in that behalf was not relevant to 
the issues of this case—as much as person- 
al cons‘derations urge me to resolutely try 
this case to the end—here and now consid- 
eration for my client prompts me to ask 
your honor, on account of said irrelevant 
nrejudictal statement of counsel, to with- 
draw this case from the present jury and 
declare a2 mistrtal.” 


Major Cumming Objects. 


As Mr. Ladson resumed his seat all eyes 
turned upon Major Cumming to see what 
course he would take in view of this new 
turn and the fuller statement of Mr. Lad- 
gun, as published in the newspapers this 
morning, and as just made before the court. 
In tones as calm and language as incisive 
as possible, (Major Comming said: 

“We shall resist the motion to deciare a 
mistrial in this case. We do not think that 
anything has happened that should call 
upon us or the court or the country to lose 
all the time and the effort that has been 
expended up to this time in the trial of this 
case. If the gentlemen on the other side, 
for any reason satisfactory to them, prefer 
not to press the case, they have their ade- 
quate remedy; they can dismiss their case, 
and still bring it; it is not yet barred by the 
statute of limitation, 

‘“‘Why should there be declared a mistrial 
in this case? A witness, declared to be 
their principal witness, has been impeach- 
ed. Rather, 1 will state, if your honor 
please, an effort has been made to impeacn, 
which may or may not have been success- 
ful. In the course of that legitimate buai- 
ness of impeaching this witness, conduct of 
counsel for plaintiff has come to the sur- 
face. That is the whole of it. The impeach- 
ment of the witness and the conduct, which 
I shall not waste time in characterizing, 
of one of the counsel on the other side— 
that is the whole thing. Does that cal] for 
a declaration of a mistrial? But they say 
it was the irrelevant remarks of counsel 
for the defendant; that that should call for 
a mistrial; that that has prejudiced the 
jury. How easy it would be for your honor 
(dahthough it would be superfluous) to direct 
the jury to pay no attention to remarks 
of the defendant’s counsel. How easy 
to get rid of the effect of an irrelevant 
remark made by myseif, if it was irrele- 
vant.

The Growth of Crime, 

The New York Tribune seizes the oc- 
casion furnished by the recent execution 
of young Theodore Durrant, the double 
murderer, in San Francisco, to comment 


\\ at some length upon the inefficiency of 


our judicial system. Says The New 


York Tribune: 

Is not the history of the Durrant case an 
incitement to men of the Durrant type to 
perpetrate the most revolting of villianies? 
This wretch murdered two young girls in 
a church, and his atrocious acts were sur- 
rounded with every circumstance of horror. 
It is time for the legislature of every state 
im the union to consider whether the laws 
cannot be so amended that the gravest of- 
fenses shall be promptly and surely atoned 
for. In England burglars and murderers 
and all enemies of humanity whose guilt 
is clear get short shrift. In most matters 
of serious moment Americans are no lag- 
gards. As a rule, except in the punishment 
of murderers, they are not sluggish or apa- 
thetic. But the methods in most of the 
courts in-this country in criminal proceed- 
ings are a reproach to American civiliza- 
tion, whenever wretches of the Durrant 
type are allowed to live for years after 
conviction. Is not the lawyer who seeks 
by every unscrupulous device of trickery 
to prolong lives which are justly forfeit 
to the state a consclenceless rascal who 
ought to be in a cell? Do the people of this 
republic intend that the usé of deadly 
weapons and the taking of life shall be 
regarded as so trivial and vena! that every 
tender consideration shal] be shown to 
murderers and those who attempt murder, 
that criminals shalt be able to cripple the 
arm of justice altogether, or to stay the 
avenging stroke until the original offence 
iS almost forgotten? 

As the jNew York paper observant- 
ly notes, the law’s delay is not peculiar 
to any one state in the union, but is 
characteristic of most of them. There 
can be no doubt of the fact that the 
failure of our courts to mete out swift 
justice to violators of the law accounts 
for much of the criminal boldmess which 
exists at the present time. When jus- 
tice is promptly meted out through the 
legally constituted channels it serves not 
only to punish evil-doers for specific 
crimes committed, but also to deter 
others from committing crimes in gen- 
eral. While it is necessary that penal- 
ties should be severe, it is even more 
essential to the cause of justice that 
these penalties should first be certain 
and then speedy. Whatever the defects 
in our system of justice, giving rise to 
delays and miscarriages, may be, there 
is cause for radical reform somewhere, 
if the growth of crime in the land is to 
be checked.

What It Really Means. 

Mr. Charles S. Fairchild, who was a 
member of the first Cleveland cabinét, 
and who has been one of the chief en- 
gineers of the gold party ever since, as 
well as an active promoter of the In- 
dianapolis affair, says that the practical 
effect of the monetary commission’s bill 
now before congress will be, first, the 
establishment of the gold standard, and, 
second, THE RETIREMENT of ALL 
paper currency EXCEPT NATIONAL 
BANK NOTES. 

This admission was drawn from Mr. 
Fairchild by Congressman Cox, of Ten- 
nessee, It shows the true inwardness of 
the scheme of currency and banking re- 
form—which congress is to be asked to 
indorse. It embodies a revolution of 
our currency system which the money 
power, through the agency of the repub- 
lican party, will try to put through con- 
gress without giving the people an op- 
portunity to pass upon it; and the pro- 
posed banking reform is merely an ex- 
tension of the present system. 

Well, the whole thing is a farce, so 
far as practical results are concerned, 
and the attempt to push it now is sole- 
ly for the purpose of compelling repub- 
lican congressmen to place themselves 
behind it. So far, we are as anxious 
as Mr. Fairchild could possibly be to see 
the republican party in this congress go 
on record as favoring the firmer “estab- 
lishment of the gold standard and the 
retirement of all paper currency except 
national bank notes.” 

With Mr. McKinley seeking to abol- 
ish the gold standard with one hand, 
as he informs the gullible New Hamp- 
shire senator, and with the other trying 
to establish it more firmly, the republi- 
can party is hardly in a condition to 
push forward confidently in the path 
marked out by the gold trust.

Our National Charities. 

One of the most gratifying signs of the 
times so far as this country is con- 
cerned, is the growing spirit of benevo- 
lence and generosity. During the past 
year, which is better remembered for 
the hardships which it entailed upon the 
masses than for aught else, there were 
larger sums of money devoted to chari- 
ties of various kinds than in any pre- 
vious yegr, with the exception of 1896. 

In the aggregate, these charities for 
the year amount to the sum of $33,612,- 
814. As compared with the figures for 
preceding years, it appears that great 
progress has been made in this direction. 
In 1994 the country gave only $19,$67,- 
116 to charities; in 1895, $28,943,549; in 
1896, $33,670,129, an@®m 1897, $33,612,814. 
From these figures it is evident that 
the country, with its inereasing wealth, 
is steadily becoming more generous. 

Of the total amount of money sub- 
scribed to charities duringthe past year 
it appears that $10,202,450 went to col- 
leges; $14,785,625 to hospitals and benev- 
olent institutions; $5,023,738 to churches 
end religious societies, and $1,218,000 to 
museums and art galleries. On the 
basis of sex, it is stated that men su 
scribed $20,033,378 and women $13,579,-

To note some of the larger gifts m@de 
during the year, the following list is 
cited: Mrs. Leland Stapford to the 
Stanford university, $1,000,000; J. Pier- 
pont Morgan to charities, $1,000,000;

000; Washington Covington to colleges,

While these magnificent gifts speak in 
eloquent terms of the generosity of their 
respective donors, the liberal spirit of 
the country is more strikingly reflected 
in the smaller gifts which have come 
from every state and section, and which 
better represent the masses, Every one 
who is interested in the cause of phil- 
anthropy must be gratified with the 
showing which the past year has made 
in its record of charities. 


Georgia at Omaha. 

Georgia, conceded to be the most pro- 
gressive of the southern states, should 
not neglect the opportunity to adver- 
tise her great and varied resources of- 
fered by the Omaha exposition. 

The states beyond the Mississippi river 
are co-operating. thoroughly, and it is 
apparent even now that Omaha will have 
the second greatest exposition ever seen 
in the new world. Unquestionably it 
will be greater than the Centennial, amd 
second only to the Columbian of 1893. 

The western states are ablaze with 
enthusiasm over the idea-of showing 
their resources and civilization. They 
are spending liberally of their wealth, 
and are preparing exhibits which will 
compel admiration. 

But these enterprises have something 
more material behind them than self 
glorification, either of individuals or 
communities. They are projected for 
the purpose of advertising to the world 
the advantages offered by communities, 
states and countries. Fortunately for 
the exposition, the western farmer sold 
his last wheat crop at a good figure, 
and there will be a large attendance at 
Omaha. We cannot bring five million 
or one million people from the west to 
see what Georgia has, but Georgia can 
send an exhibit to Omaha and millions 
of people will see it. 

As a business proposition, it will pay 
handsomely. Unfortunately, perhaps, 
the general assembly did not make any 
appropriation for a state exhibit at Oma- 
ha, but the state has the exhibit, and 
individual citizens have undertaken to 
raise the momey with which to send it 
west. Something like $10,000 is needed, 
because there should be a Georgia build- 
ing and some ome in charge of it al- 
ways there to tell of Georgia. 

Every section of the state is repre- 
sented on the committee which has un- 
dertaken this work of raising the money 
and making the exhibit. The Geor- 
gia and the Southern railroads have ex- 
hibits of their own which they have 
promised to combine with the state’s. 
The southern counties in the state have 
taken hold of the movement with com- 
mendable energy. Every city and coun- 
ty should contribute of its resources and 
money and make the exhibit from this 
state especially notable. 

There need be no jealousy about it. 
The committee which met in Atlanta on 
Wednesday will hold its next meeting in 
Macon, and after that it will meet in 
Savannah, Augusta, Brunswick, Colum- 
bus, Rome and Athens. The purpose 
is to awaken interest in the project all 
over Georgia. We can send lumber, 
turpentine and rosin from the forests, 
grains, cotton, rice and melons from the 
fields, fruits from the orchards, marble 
from the quarries, coal, iron, copper, 
gold and other minerals from the mines, 
and adding to these the products of the 
mills, furnaces and factories, Georgia 
can make a display so attractive that 
we will at once create a new market 
for our products and for our lands. 

Any city or county which desires to 
distribute advertising matter descriptive 
of _ own advantages, will have the op- 
portunity and the facilities. Georgia 
had no display at the world’s fair, and 
the mistake has been painfully apparent 
ever since. She did make one +t the 
Cotton States amd at the Nashville ex- 
positions, and the benefits have far ex- 
ceeded the outlay. Omaha offers a far 
more inviting opportunity than either, 
and it is eneouraging to observe that 
there is a general disposition to contri- 
bute voluntarily to the necessary fund. 


The Metric System. 

Several of the leading newspapers of 
the country are urging upon our na- 
tional lawmakers the adoption of what 
is known as the metric system of 
weights and measurements. 

It is claimed that the various systems 
now in vogue in this country are not 
only inefficient in themselves, but whol- 
ly without adjustment as respects each 
other. 

The metric system which ig now pro- 
posed as a substitute for these various 
systems originated in France during the 
latter part of the elighteemth century. 
The meter itself, which is the unit of 
length, measures 89.37 inches, or one 
ten-millionth part of what ig called the 
earth’s meridian quadramt. The unit of 
surface, which is called the are, meas- 
ures 100 square meters. The unit of 
volume, which is called the liter, is the 
volume of one kilogram of water at its 
maximum density. The unit of weight, 
which ig called the gram, weighs in 
equivalent 15.43 grains, For convenience, 
the scales of weights and measurements 
are divided into parts of tem; as, for ex- 
ample, ten grams make a decagram, 
ten decagrams make a hectogram and 
ten hectograms make a kilogram. Among 
the countries which have adopted the 
metric system are France, Germany, 
Belgium, Spain, Italy, Peru, Venezuela 
end Mexico. Although Great Britain 
has not adopted it as yet, its use in the 
kingdom has been legalized by act of 
parliament. 

Whether congress sees fit to adopt 
the system within the near future or 
not, there is good reason to believe that 
it will be adopted ultimately.

State Geologist W. S. Yeates kindly an- 
swers the above as fcllows: I would say, 
first, that mica is not the same material 
as isinglass. This very common mistake 
is made on account of the strong re- 
gsemblanee between the two substances. 
Mica is a minera), which cleaves into infin- 
itely thin leaves; and, when free from tm- 
purities, it is white and transparent. This 
material is commonly used for stove 
windows. It és also used, to a small ex- 
tent, in the form of a coarse dust, to pro- 
duce the bright, glistening effect, so notice- 
able or.“ certain class of advertising signs, 
and, wren finely groundeand mixed with 
grease; it is used as a lubricant. A some- 
what recent use of it is in the making of 
chimneys for the Welsbach incandescent 
gas burner. 

Its velue for stove purposes may be 
limited to pieces as small as one and one- 
half by two inches, but the larger the size 
of the sheets the more valuable it is. The 
prices vary from 2% cents to $5 per pound, 
according to the size of the sheets, though 
exceptionally large sheets have been sold 
as high at $10 per pound. 

Mica is one of the three essential con- 
stituents of granite, and when the mica, 
quartz and feldspar occur in coarse. masses 
in granite rocks, such rocks may be mined 
for the mica or the feldspar contained. In 
the southern part of the United States 
the rocks, from the surface down in vary- 
ing depths to as much as 125 feet, are 
more or less altered to a soft, earthy mate- 
rial, which has recently been termed sa- 
prolite (rotten rock), by Dr. Becker, of the 
United States geological survey.

Mica is mined with the pick and shovel, 
and by blasting. It requires no milling or 
other process, except the cleaving of the 
masses into sheets, which should be done 
by skilled labor. 

Isirnglass, the name so often misapplied 
to mica, is a kind of edible gelatin, made 
of the dried swimming bladders of fishes. 
The best quality of it comes from Russia, 
and is sald to be obtained from sturgeons. 
Its most familiar use is for the making of 
jellies for table use. For this purpose, it is 
to be had at the stores in fine strips, done 
up in packages and in rectangular blocks.

It is safe to say that there are a hundred 
and twenty or thirty million (or twice the 
population of the whole United States) 
of women and girls crippled for life yin 
China from this usage, suffering untold 
misery and many dying prematurely from 
its evil effects. The Christian missiona- 
rieés have done much to mitigate the se- 
verity of this barbarity, but there is im- 
mense room for improvement. 


A Government University. 

Editor Constitution—Is the question of 
establishing a national university at Wash- 
ington still under discussion? 
INQUIRER. 

Nearly every congress has been impor- 
tuned to establish such am institution, the 
movement beginning with President Wash- 
ington, who left a legacy for this pur- 
pose. It is proposed to have a non-secta- 
rian institute of a post-graduate and me- 
morial character. The eleventh congress 
declared the movement to be unconstitu- 
tional, but it has been persistently agitat- 
ed. Such men as Chief Justice Fuller and 
ex-Senator Edmunds now support the 
scheme, and though some objection on the 
ground of partisanship is raised, it may 
eventually becoming a reality.

Still it isn’t quite as bad as it 
might be, for Mississippi, Tennessee, Vir- 
ginia, Louisiana are just as slow, while 
Alabama, South Carolina, Arkansas and 
Florida haven't been able yet to find a 
photograph of their state capitols. Isn’t 
it t'me, @“-n’t you think, for the appoint- 
ment of a statehouse committee whose duty 
it shall be to boom the state capitol?

A DISCUSSION OF EPIDEMICS 


Programme of the Quarantine Conven- 
tion To Be Held in Mobile. 


SUBJECTS TO BE DISCUSSED 


Dr. Sanders Leaves Atlanta and Is 
Well Pleased—Convention One of 
Great Importance. 


Dr. Sanders, the state health officer of 
Alabama, left yesterday after spending a 
day in the city in the interest of the quar- 
autine convention to be held in Mobile early 
in February. 

The programme for the convention has 
already been mapped out and consists of 
addresses by prominent physicians and 
those who have had experience with the 
yellow fever epidemics. The convention is 
one that will be of national importance and 
the southern states will take a prominent 
part in it. 

The preliminary programme is as follows:

“If senor de jedge weel leesten to me 
make de statement. Dees lady coom t0 
me place ob beesness and put de vial on 
de floor and says she keel herself. She ran 
and I follow to keep her from de fooleesh 
act.

; Day Selected. 


WILL CONTINUE TWO DAYS 


Enthusiastic Meeting of General Com- 
mittec Was Held Yesterday. 


PROGRAMME DISCUSSED, COMMITTEES NAMED 


Will Meet Again When Programme 
Committee Is Ready To Report 
with Other Committees. 


HB day for the celebration of Aflan- 
ta’s semi-centennial has been changed 

& from the day set at a former meeting, 
At the meeting yesterday morning held in 
the mayor's office it was decided to have two 
days for the occasion instead of one and 
that it take place on May 5th and 6th. 

The celebration will be held on @ larger 
scale than was at first anticipated and 
more interest was shown at the meeting 
yesterday than ever before. There was a 
large attendance and all those present took 
part in tthe discussions of the preliminaries. 

After the meeting was calle@ to order by 
Chairman Collier, Colonel J. C. Hendrix 
stated that he thought the number of days 
for the celebration should be more than 
one, aS was agreed to at the meeting held 
on Monday. He suggested two or three 
days. Mr. Clark Howell said that it ought 
to be at least two days and if the arrange- 
ments could not be easily fitted into these 
that three days would not be too much. 

He gaid that the schools should be given 
a prominent part in the celebration, the 
departments of the city ought to be shown 
to their best advantage and the historical 
part of the exercises of the occasion would 
consume a day, and that a series of con- 
tests and a military pageant of large pro- 
portions should be held at Exposition park 
as a part of the celebration. 

This was thought a good plan by a num- 
ber and it was moved that two days be set 
down as the “time for the celebration, as 
more than that would appear to be attract- 
ing the people here for the benefits to be 
derived from their presence in the way of 
trade and that the exercises might be ex- 
tended over itoo many days grow tiresome. 

It was decided that May 5th and 6th be 
the days for the semi-centennial to be cele- 
brated. A discussion then took place as to 
what the celebration would consist of. 
Byery city department will be brought out, 
and display the city’s growth and develop- 
ment in that line. Colonel Hendrix wanted 
an historical parade representing the 
growth of the city. At the head he pro- 
posed to have the figures of Atlanta’s earl- 
iest public characters. The Httle ox team 
that the first undertaker used to carry the 
people to the cemetery and behind follow 
the gradual growth of Atlanta by represen- 
tations of this kind until the last should 
represent the great city of today with all 
its magnificence.

HERE has recently been a notable en- 
livening among the populists occasion- 
ed by the fact that throughout the 
state county ecnvertieons are meeting al- 
most daily and etecting delegates to the 
State convention, 

The latter will meet: in the house of 
representatives in the capitol in this city 
on March 16th, and already more than @ 
third of its membership ‘has been selected. 
The convention was called by the state 
executive committee of the people’s party, 
which met here on December 8th, and the 
following resolution was unanimously 
adopted, providing for a basis of repregen- 
tation: 

“Resolved 1, That we hereby call a con- 
vention of the people’s party of the state 
of Georgia to meet in Atlanta the third 
Wednesday of March (16th), 1898, to nomi- 
nate candidates for governor, statehouse 
officers, judges of supreme court and any 
other officers of state to be nominated and 
for such other purposes as said convention 
deems proper. 

“Resolved 2, That each county shail be 
entitled to twice as many delegates as it 
has members in the lower house of the 
general assembly. 

“Resolved 3. That we recommend that 
each county chairman call a meeting a3 
early as practicable to elect delegates to 
the state convention and that said delega- 
tion be full and complete.” 

All the Middle of the Roders. 

Chairman Cunningham has tendered his 
resignation on account of his being en- 
gaged in business in Chicago, but the com- 
mittee refused to consider the resignation 
and by unanimous request it was laid on 
the table until the state convention. Colo 
nel W. L. Peek, General Phillips and W. 
D. Hawkins, of the national reorganization 
committee elected at Nashviile, were pres- 
ent and the action of the executive com- 
mittee of that body was reported to the 
executive committee in full. 

The discussion as to indorsement of the 
suggestions of the national reorganization 
committee was full and complete, and it 
was decided to leave the matter to the 
state convention as being the proper body 
to consider the matter. There is no doubt 
that the midd!e-of-the-road populists, as 
opposed to those who favor fusion, will be 
in a large majority in the convention, and 
Tom Watson will be the undisputed leader. 

Talk of Candidates. 

There is some talk of candidates for this 
and that office, but it seems that there is no 
desire to make up anything like a slate in 
advance. Most of the influential populists 
in the state want Tom Watson to accept 
the nomination for governor, but Tom is 
unusually emphatic in declining that honor. 
With Watson out of it the prevailing opin- 
lon is that Judge Hines will head the third 
party ticket. Yancey Carter and Mel 
Branch are both talked of, but there ts ap- 
parently no very strong movement on in 
favor of the former. Tom Watson is said 
to be opposed to Yancey as a candidate for 
any office on the state ticket. Me) Branch 
can get a place on it if he wants to, but 
Mel is not manifesting much anxiety on 
that line. 

Colonel W. L. Peek will be nominated for 
commissioner of agriculture, and he says 
he proposes to make it warm for the demo- 
cratic candidate. None of the other places 
on the ticket have as yet been opposed by 
the populists, but as the time of the cam- 
paign draws nearer it is not improbable 
that some other of the statehouse officers, 
or those who will contest for their places, 
will find third party men in the field 
against them. The populists realize, of 
course, that there is very little hope of 
snatching any of the important spoils from 
democratic ownership, but it has been a 
time-honored custom to place an oOpposi- 
tion ticket in every campaign, and this 
one will probably be no exception. 

The most formidable populistic candidate 
for state cabinet honors will doubtiess be 
Colonel Peek. The agricultural office is 
one which is hard to fill, requiring as it 
does an extensive knowledge of farming, 
as well as familiarity with science, and 
the innumerable little duties which go to 
make up the important office. Colonel Peek 
is very strong in his party, and while itn the 
end he will fall before democratic banners, 
there is going to be a very pretty fight on 
the hustings and at the polls. If the party 
were more harmonious and presented a 
solid front on any one issue candidates 
might be tempted to seek its indorsement, 
but split up as it is by factions, the aver- 
age Office-seeker would be but a fat sacri- 
fice to his democratic opponent. 


REPORTS SHOW FINE CONDITION. 


The Sheltering “Arms Is in a Prosper- 
ous State. 


The Sheltering Arms Association held an 
important meeting yesterday murning at 
10°30 o’clock in its home, 191 Marietta street. 
A great many ladies were present and much 
interest was showr. by the reports of the 
matrons of the departments. 

The reports showed the association to be 
in a prosperous condition, and they were 
all adopted by the meeting and spread upon 
the minutes. 

It was shown that twelve girls are stu- 
demts in the cooking school, forty in the 
Sewing school, while fourteen boys and 
girls, three of whom are infants, are in the 
boarding department. 

In this department children whose moth- 
ers are dead, but fathers are gf!) living, 
are boarded at actual cost, and sent to 
school. The nursery department is sTrowing 
every day. The report of the matron of 
that department showed that thirty-four 
children are daily given into her charge. 
Of this number four are under two years 
of age. 

It was the Shelterhig Arms that origi- 
nated the Girls’ Night school, which was 
afterwards taken in charge by the board 
of education and which is now a regular 
institution. A great deal of missing work 
is being done by the Sheltering Arms and 
the ladies feel that they are aiding the poor 
through it better than through any other 
charitable association ever organized in 
this city.

PRtIVATS RALPH L. BROWN has been 
dismissed from the Atlanta Rifles, 

A letter was received by him from Cap- 
tain J, Van Holt Nash yesterday inform- 
ing him that such was Captain Nash's de- 
cision after hearing the facts of a difficul- 
ty which occurred at a business meeting 
of the company on January 4th between 
Brown and Second Lieutenant Broyles. 
According to the regulations, Mr. Brown 
not re-elist in the service of the state un- 
til his disabilities are removed. 

At the meeting referred to in Captain 
Nash’s letter Lieutenant Ripley presided 
and was addressing the members about 
the business which was then before them. 
Second Lieutenant Broyles rapped on the 
table calling the men to order, and look- 
ing at Mr. Brown, who was talking, it 
is claimed. 

A short time after than, Lieutenant Rip- 
ley was again addressing the company 
when Lieutenant Broyles in order, it ts 
said, to emphasize a point Lieutenant Rip- 
ley was making, said a few words. 

Mr. Brown rapped on the chair and said: 

“Come to order, Mr. Ripley is addressing 
the meeting." 

Lieutenant Broyles sprang to his feet. 

“What do you mean, sir? I'll come over 
there and slap your face!” 

Both men rose, started toward each other 
and clinched. They were separated by 
other members of the company. The 
quarrel was supposed to have ended. 

When Captain Nash heard of the trou- 
ble he suspended Mr. Brown, and after a 
hearing yesterday, sent him a letter dis- 
missing him from fhe company. 

The trouble may not go further, but it 
is intimated by Mr. Brown’s friends that 
he will prefer charges against Lieutenant 
Broyles for a courtmartial. Lieutenant 
Broyles was elected to a lieutenancy of the 
company a few months ago.

Dr. Nelms Appears Before Prison Com- 
mission in Her Interest. 


THINKS SENTENCE EXCESSIVE 


Instead of Ten Years He Thinks 
Twelve Months Enough—Tom 
Allen’s Case’ Discussed. 


For several hours yesterday the three 
prison commissioners were busy in their 
office at the capitol Mstening to pleas for 
executive clemency. e only case sched- 
uled for the day was that of Tom Allen, 
the noted Bibb county eutlaw; but another 
petition was unexpectedly brought before 
them in the shape of a request to reduce 
from ten years to one the sentence of 
Mary Traylor, the white woman who was 
convicted of arson some time ago. Sheriff 
Nelms appeared in her behalf and made 
a pathetic plea that she be not sent to the 
pen.tentiary. He called attention to the 
fact that the woman, in her desperation, 
had on the day previous attempted to com- 
mit suicide by swallowing laudanum, which 
she stole from the prison medicine chest. 
Her condition is still precarious and physi- 
cians say she must not be moved, 

Sher:ff Nelms said that the sentence of 
ten years was unwnecessarily severe, De- 
cause Mrs. Traylor had set fire to the 
house while intoxicaied and unable to un- 
derstand what she was doing. He declar- 
ed that to send her to the chaingang for 
ten years would be worse than death, and 
he urged that the sentence be reduced to 
twelve months in order that she could be 
put to work by the county. The vommis- 
sioners showed their interest in the case 
by asking a number of questions and prom- 
ised to give the matter the serious consid- 
eration it deserves. 

The attempt to save the life of Tom 
Allen has been persistent from the very 
Start. The history of his crime has prob- 
ably been obscured by the numerous manip- 
ulations made to secure clemency for him. 
He was a farmer from Monroe county, and 
paying a visit to Macon, got uproariously 
drunk. He had matters his own way until 
he reached a galoon in which Dan Carr 
was barkeeper. He made himself at home 
and attempted to usurp the barkeeper’s 
post behind the counter. Carr ordered him 
out, and in a fit of drunken frenzy, Allen 
shot him dead. 

He was given a trial in the Bibb supe- 
rior court and found guilty. Three sep- 
arate times has his case been before the 
supreme court of the state, hope of fess- 
ening the sentence growing more dim ai 
each appeal. When this resort failed, his 
attorneys carried h’'s case before the Unit- 
ed States supreme court, with the same 
result. Then to create a delay, the gover- 
nor was appealed to, and finally the affair 
has drifted into the jurisdiction of the 
pardon board. The fight for him is now 
on its last legs. His attorneys argued 
long and earnestly yesterday morning for 
a commutation of the death sentence to 
life imprisonment, and state’s counsel made 
as determined an effort to foreclose the 
mortgage which the gallows holds over Al- 
len. His respite expires February lth, 
and unless the board takes favorable ac- 
tion on the ease, nothing will remain to 
interfere with the execution of the final 
sentence. 

Mr. J. W. Preston, a prominent member 
of the Macon bar, pleaded for a commuta- 
tion. He represented that at the time of 
the killing Allen was £0 far gone im intox- 
ication as to be wuneonscious of what he 
was doing. Mr. Preston added that even 
if Allen had known what was transpir- 
ing around him, many of the circumstances 
justified the belief that the shooting was 
accidental. Mr. John Randolph Cooper, 
another well-known Macon barrister, han- 
Gled the state's cause, and handled it weil. 
He declared that there were no extenuating 
circumstances for the crime, and the plea 
that it was committed while in a state of 
intoxication rendered ft all the more re- 
pulsive. The speeches of both attorneys 
were very clear and comprehensive, and 
they were given close attention through- 
out by the commissioners. Some time was 
spent by the commission im secret cons‘der- 
ation of the application, and it was then 
announced that the decision was reserved.

Tee a damage suit in Augusta Wednes- 

day and the instantaneous result seems 
to have been somewhat sensational. 

Major Cumming, for the Georgia road, 
read the letter and put much stress upon it 
as a damaging @Ocument and one upon 
which he intended to base action to disbar 
Mr. Ladson. 

JudgeVan Epps, who was associated with 
Mr. Ladson, according to all reports ap 
peared somewhat startled at first, but later 
stated that the letter was not one to cause 
any great consternation an@ that it did 
not shake the integrity of the legal profes- 
sion. 

Mr. Ladson being among the best known 
of Atlanta’s bar, the case has excited con- 
siderable interest and opinions fram lead- 
ing attorneys have been ‘eagerly sought by 
those who fail to fully understand the 
ethics of the legal profession in »-uch cases.

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_ (DUE TO NEWS FROM HAVANA 


Sccurities of Vanderbilts and Street 
Railways Remarkable for Buoy- 
' ancy, Scoring Advances. 


New York, January 13.—The stock market 
Was under more or less pressure today on 
account of the news from Havana. There 
was heavy realizing at times and some 
aggressive attacks by the bears. A num- 
ber of large operators recently on the bull 
side changed their views and sold stocks 
today, and the impression on the market 
would undoubtedly have been much more 
serious nad it not been for the remarkable 
Strength and buoyancy of several of the 
Vanderbilts. This strength arrested the 
liquidation and steadied the market, and 
the declines afterwards in the general list 
Were not large even when these stocks 
themselves reacted on profit-taking. The de- 
clines at the opening were checked also by 
the execution of commission houses orders 
which had accumulated over night. These 
were the principal causes io neutralize the 
undoubtediy serious view of the situation 
in Havana and its bearing on the relations 
between the United States and Spain 
which is held in Wall street. There Was no 
news to account for ‘the buoyancy of the 
Vanderbilts beyon&é vague rumors of an 
intended change of policy in administration 
looking to the reducing of operating cost 
and an increase in dividends. The extreme 
rise in Lake Shore reached 4 points, and 
there was as much in New York Central 
Oother members of the group gained all 
the way from 1 to 2 points. There was 
quite a large dealing in some of thé other 
high priced investment stocks, Pullman 
rising 2 points and Great Northern pre- 
ferred 4 points. Some part of these trans- 
actions was probably designed to test the 
volume of offerings which would be invited 
by the advance in prices.

That Caused Liverpool Weakness. 
Corn Was Firm—Oats Very Dull. 
Provisions. 


Chicago, January 13.—Wheat today closed 
at almost exactly yesterday’s final figures. 
Barly weakness, caused by a sharp decline 
at Liverpool, was overcome later by sup- 
port from the Leiter crowd and covering 
by shorts. Corn and oats, after dull ses- 
sions, closed at substantially unchanged 
prices. Provisions ciosed about 7%c lower 
all around. 4 

Weakness was again the most obtrusive 
feature -* the opening proceedings in the 
wheat pit. May was for sale at from 9% 
to 9c, against 90%@%%sc at. the close 
the day before. . There were supstantial 
reasons for the opening decline. The liy- 
erpool market was %d lower to begin wit 
and a little later and still before trading 
commenced here the decline had deepened 
to a loss of from 1%d to 1%d per cental. 
Paris was likewise somewhat lower att he 
opening. The Minneapolis and Duluth re- 
ceipts were 332 cars, against 376 a week 
ago and 277 the corresponding day of the 
year before. Chicago got 33 cars, against 
17 last year. Three car loads only of to- 
day’s Chicago receipts were of contract 
quality. The explanation of the extreme 
weakness at Liverpool was that Argentina 
was offering wheat very freely. London 
also cabled that cargoes on passage were 
very weak.

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Bright Women Discuss 
National University 


The meeting held yesterday afternoon at 
the home of Mrs. Isaac Boyd was one wun- 
usual since it combined in common interest 
and enthusiasm a body of women in which 
the various types of the sex were Frépre- 
sented. There were club women and wo- 
men opposed to clubs, the women educa- 
tors and those eager to be educated, the 
studious and literary women, the profes- 
sional woman, the woman of fashion, who 
being that ts not hindered from being any 
other type previously mentioned, and wo- 
men leaders of patriotic organization. The 


-object of the meeting as called by Mrs. 


Isaac Boyd was to create public sentiment 
on the part of Georgia people in behalf of 
‘the national university, which, though re- 
cently meeting with a renewal of enthusi- 
asm on the part of the nation was the 
cherished object of the great men who 
framed the constitution of our republic al- 
most a century ago. 

At a meeting of prominent American 
women held in Washington in August it 
was decided that the women of the country 
should do their part toward making popu- 
lar the movement of a great university 
and thus bringing it before the United 
States government as a universal appeal of 
the people for an objeet at once educa- 
tional and patriotic. At this meeting of 
women vice presidents were appointed from 
the various states in the union, and they 
in power of their appointment, have ap- 
pointed district ehairmen, who in turn ap- 
point committees made up of women in- 
dividually prominent or representing or- 
ganizations. In this way prominent wWwe- 
men in every pursuit will be brought in 
touch and uniting for the one patrietic 
cause must be at once recognized as a 
pewerful factor in popularizing any move- 
ment. 

Mrs. Isaac Boyd was appointed chairman 
from Georgia. Mrs. James Jackson is vice 
chairman and Miss Alice Baxter secretary. 

In ‘her introductory address at the meet- 
ing Mrs. Boyd briefly outlined the story of 
the national university movement and elo- 
quently appealed to the women present to 
unite im a movement both educational and 
patriotic and one that should be recognized 
as noble by the American people. 

She spoke of the establishment ef the 
university as an educational need and as a 
patriotic duty the people of our republic 
owe to George Washington in view of his 
last will And testament. To those not fa- 
‘miliar with the movement it may be in- 
teresting to recall that Washington on 
establishing the first navigation company 
called the Potomac River Company, was 
presented by that body with twenty-five 
shares of stock. in his last will he left 
this stock, as a nucleus for 
the building of a national university and 
also a site upon which’ it was to be built. 

From time to time the fulfillment of this 
trust has been discussed by the United 
States government, but not until within 
late .years has the movement of building 


a national university ‘become imbued with | 
that spirit of enthusiasm that must have | 


inspired Thomas Jefferson when he wrote

NEW NORMAL NOW WANTED 


ey 


Official] Rainfall Normal for Atlanta 
Is Incorrect. 


TRUE AVERAGE 50.88 INCHES 


Government Says We Should Have 
52 Inches of Rainfall Every 
Year. 


The Atlanta weather bureau needs a new 
official normal for the yearly rainfall. 

Fifty-two inches, or to be exact 61.99 
inches, is the official normal for the ane 
nual precipitation at this place. This nor- 
mal was established ten years ago, but 
like other things it hds been outgrown by 
Atlanta. This city evidently doesn’t use 
as much water as it did then, for not near- 
ly so much falls each year and for nearly 
ten years the records show that the rain- 
fall at this station has been below the 
normal. 

For the first ten years after the weather 
bureau was established in Atlanta the 
rainfall was above the fifty-two inch nor- 
mal, but since that time the yearly precipi- 
tation has been far below the normal. 

The true normal rainfall for Atlanta, as 
made up from the mean average rainfall 
for nineteen years is 50.88 inches, It is 
likely that the government will take some 
steps to fix a new norma) so that the 
records can be more accurate. Taking the 
past eighteen years and dividing them into 
two parts of nine years each it is seen 
that during the first. nine years 76.16 
inches more rain fell than in the next nine 
years. The (first nihe years the total 
amount of rain to fall was 495.65. For the 
next nine years the rainfall was 419.56. The 
average yearly rainfall for the first nine 
years was 55.07 inches, and for the last 
nine years 46.42. This-shows a difference 
of nearly ten inches a year. The constant 
decline in the amount of rainfall has made 
the establishment of a new official normal 
necessary. 

Weather Official J. B’ Marbury, in speak- 
ing about the official normal, said that it 
was far from right. He said that the cor- 
rect or true average ig 60.88, but that he is 
obliged to accept the government normal. 

The normal for other stations in different 
parts of the country is not the same as 
that at the Atlanta station. So far the 
rainfall for January has been below the 
normal. 


To Change Hospital Rules. 

The joint committee of physicians and 
trustees of the Grady hospital met at the 
Cooper-Elkin sanitarium last night to re- 
vise the rules of the Grady hospital. Sev- 
eral unimportant changes were recom- 
mended in the duties of the physicians and 
nurses, and no special business of any 
importance was transacted. The recom- 
mendations will go before council at the 
next regular session for a$option.

Four Flights of Stairway Ready To 
Collapse. 


— 


SUPPORTS ARE BEING PLACED IN 
| 


Iron Posts Will Be Put Under the 
Stairs To Prevent a Serious 
Crash.

ORK™MEIN are busy trying to shove up 

the four heavy flights of stairs in the 
western end of the custom house, which 
have been steadily sinking until the build- 
fing is in serious danger. 

The discovery of the lowering of the 
stairways created a sensation among the 
err. ployecs and visitors at the custom houses 
who have been using them without thought 
of danger. Collector Rucker noticed the 
other day that the steps on his floor had 
begun to sink. He tinvestigated further 
and found that the entire stairway was in 
a dangerous condition. He at once gave or- 
ders to have iron supports placed under the 
stairs to prevent a disaster. 

Almost the first sound in the building yes- 
terday morning was that of the workmen 
employed to repair the stairs. They found 
that the building was in more serious need 
of immediate repairs than was at first 
thought. The stairs extend from the sec- 
ond floor of the custom house to the top. 
They are on the western end of the build- 
ing and are in constant use hy the empley- 
ees and others, as there is no elevator at 
that end. The steps are self supporting and 
no posts support flights. They are 
practically stuck on the waljl and when 
their construction is considered [t is @& won- 
der they haven't fell long ago. 
the steps 


the 


In some places have broken 
loose from the wall and are inclining to- 
ward the floor beneath. A very little weight 
would precipitate the three flights with all 
their enormous bulk upon the bottom floor 
of the building. 

The collector has bought heavy ‘fron 
posts, which will be used as supports for the 
stairs. He is having his workmen to raise 
the steps where they have sunk and when 
they are’ jdcked back to the right position 
the posts will be put in from the bottom to 
the ttop floor. This will make the building 
entirely safe. 

Collector Rucker in speaking of the dan- 
gerous condition of the stairs yesterday 
morning said he wanted to get them so that 
they would not be a menace to the lives of 
the people who have to use them. He 
thought the supports should have been put 
in when the building was erected. 


“THE FOREMOST LECTURER.”

He 
spent a day or two at home this week 
after a tour through the north and he left 
last night for the west, where he goes to 
fill a series of engagements. 

Mr. Wendling lectures tonight at the 
Grand for the Atlanta Lecture Association. 
His subject as announced is ‘Stonewall 
Jackson,”’ a wonderfully interesting char- 
acter study of the great soldier. 


AFRAID OF AUCTION FLAGS. 


Verdant Youths Have a Run—Police 
Officer’s Conclusion. 


Last night Patrolman Jim Sheppard saw 
three young men rushing down Decatur 
street as if they were escaped convicts run- 
ning from the bloodhounds. He made them 
slow up and tell him what was the matter. 
Between gasps for breath one of them ex- 
claimed: 

“We started into a store back there and 
looking up saw a smallpox or yellow fever 
flag and we are just getting out of danger.”’ 

The men, who proved to be from the 
country, were allowed to go their way, 
while the officer went to the place they had 
pointed ’out to him, all the time thinking 
the men crazy. 

He found the place was an auction store 
and the flag was one of the red ones hung 
in front of the door. This caused the po- 
liceman to remark philosophically: 

‘I believe these auction flags injure the 
city’s business, and it might be well to 
make these auctioneers have some other 
sort of a sign.”’ 


CHASTAIN WAS LIBERATED. 


Justice Bloodworth Gave Him His 
Liberty Yesterday. 


Herry Chastain, who was arrested sev- 
eral days ago for deserting his wife and 
baby girl, was released yesterday afternoon 
by Justice Bloodworth after a preliminary 
hearing. The man left the courtroom alone 
and his wife went back to the home of her 
parents. It is said that the separation will 
now be permanent. 

Chastain was given his liberty because 
the evidence showed that he had fixed a 
home for his wife and himself, but that 
she had refused to leave her parents. Af- 
ter using all the persuasion in his power to 
induce her to come to his new home, Chas- 
tain left his wife. 

Justice Bloodworth held that if a wife 
refuses to leave her home for the residence 
of her husband, he does not violate the 
law in leaving her. 

Chastain smiled when the decision was 
given, but said that it was no more than 
he haa expected. 


TURK WAS INTERPRETER. 


He Translated for Armenians, His Sul- 
tan’s Disloyal Subjects. 

Among the passengers injured in the ac- 
cident on the Western of Alabama last 
Sunday were some foreigners. At first 
they were thought to be Italians and they 
were so reported. None of them could 
speak English. They were all tagged for 
Fresno, Cal. 

It turned out later that they were Arme- 
nians who were going to the coast to work 
in the vineyards. There was no 
linguist in ‘Montgomery who could under- 
stand the foreigners. Italians and Greeks 
were tried, but néither nationality could 
understand the other. Finally a Turk was 
tried and it was seen in a moment that he 
could converse with. them all right, but 
then another trouble arose. The Turk 
could scarcely speak English and he had 
great difficulty in translating, but he made 
it clear who the people were and where 
their friends were. A telegram was sent 
to the father of the boy who was injured 
and the father replied that he would come 
at once.

Ccuncilman Hammond Makes a Sur- 
_ prising Discovery. __, 


THE LAW HAS BEEN VIOLATED 


Majority of Retailers’ Securities Will 
Have To Be Changed—Some 
Names Appear Too Often. » 


FRE ts an unpleasant surprise for At- 
lanta’s retail Nquor dealers. 

Councilman Hammond, chairman of the 
centested claims and Iitigation commit- 
tee of the city council, has discovered a 
seemingly heretofore ignored statute, mak- 
ing the majority of bonds given by saloon- 
ists practically worthle3s. 

The attention of the council] will be called 
to the matter next Monday afternoon. The 
result will probably be that the law will 
either be repealed or amended, or that 
liquor dealers will be required to give en- 
tirely new bonds, which, under the pro- 
vision of the statute might leave them in 
an embarrassing predicament, 

The law requires every retail liquor dealer 
to give a bond of $1,000 when he takes out 
his license, binding him to obey the city 
statutes. Two securities are required, and 
heretofore more than one gsaloonist has. been 
allowed to use the same securities, This 
is in absolute violation of the law. 

Section 910 of the city liquor laws plainly 
states that no two signers shall be security 
on more than one bond at the same time. 
This has been almost entirely ignored here- 
tofore, as the names of several prominent 
citizens, as well as several wholesale liquor 
dealers now appear on more than one bond. 
In fact, it is belleved that very few bonds 
row in existence come within the Iimitations 
of the statute. 

Councilman Hammond has been inspect- 
ing some liquor bonds lately, and happened 
to discover this ordinance. He called the 
attention of Judge Dorsey to the matter 
yesterday afternoon, and the latter also 
agreed that the law has been, and is being, 
violated. 

“T shall call the attention of the council 
to the matter Monday afternoon,” said Mr. 
Hammond, yesterday. “It is very plain 
that the law has been violated, and, that 
under this statute some of the bonds now 
in force are wholly illegal. Just what ac- 
tion will be taken, of course I cannot Say, 
but I suppose the section will either be re- 
pealed or the bonds changed. At any rate, 
the law on the subject, no matter what it 
may be in the future, must be obeyed.”
